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THE BROWN WIRE GUN. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In view of the present interest in the ordnance 
question, I thought that possibly a brief description 
of the Brown Wire-Gun, which is now before the 
Fortification Board, might be of interest to the 
readers of the JOURNAL. 

This gun consists essentially of an inner tube made 
of longitudinal segments, or steel bars or staves, put 
together somewhat as barrel staves, and wound with 
steel wire, under a tension that will produce such a 
compression between the segments at their inner 
surface, that they will not begin to open under or- 
dinary powder pressures. The entire gun is then 
encased in a metal jacket to protect the wire from 
the fire of rapid firing guns, the trunnions being at- 
tached to this outer jacket. 

The gun having been thus far finished, ie then 
bored out to receive a lining tube, similar to those 
used in the Russian service. 

The steel segments will be rolled from ingots of 
the best crucible steel, and will be required to have 
an elastic limit of 32 tons per squareinch. Elonga- 
tion after rupture not to be less than 12 per cent. 
for 6 inch specimen. 

These segments will be given the temper of an or- 
dinary sword blade, whivh may be dove witbout 
distortion, by chilling between properly constructed 
ebilling plates, as is now practiced in the largest 
saw manufactory in this country. The temper may 
then be drawn 10 an oil bath. 

For the 10 inch gun, 152 such segments will be 
used, baving a mean thickness of 037 inches. Each 
double stave will weigh about 400 Ibs, (two staves 
being rolled atatime); this mars of metal ean be 
readily handled, rolled, forged, and tempered. 

The several segments, being brought into position 
soasto forma tube, are held by clamps, until the 
breech and muzzle ends are turned down and 
threaded to receive a breech and muzzle out. 
These nuts are screwed on hot, the proper allow- 
anve being made for shrinkage, so that after wind- 
ing the tension of the wire and nuts shall be the 
same. The entire segmental tube is then turned down 
to a straight taper. 

The core thus formed will then be wound with 
steel wire, under a tension of 40 tons per square inch 
from breech to muzzle between the nuts. As the 
wire to be used will be No. 16 gauge, .065 inches in 
diameter, this tension willcorrespond to 300 pouses 
upon the wire. This wire can readily be obtained 
in suitable lengths, having a tensile strength of 
268,000 pounds per square inch, ard an elastic limit 
of 199,000 pounds persquare inch. That is, a wire 
which will require a weight of 600 pounds or there- 
abouts to stretch it sufficiently to give it a perma- 
nent elongation; and 890 pounds to break it. Manu- 
facturers have informed the company that they 
cap furnish wire of this quality at the rate of fifty 
tons per day. This may seem a very high grade of 
wire when compared with that used in the Wood- 
bridge Gun, but it must be remembered that the 
latter was a very large wire as compared with this; 
and it is a well Known tact that the smaller the wire 
drawn from the same ingot, the higher the phy- 
sical qualities. A higher grade of wire than that 
proposed tu be used in the construction of the 
Brown Guop, is used every day in piano manufac. 
tory. On page 534, Appleton’s Cyclopedia of Me- 
chavics. we find tension used op piano wire, diam- 
eter 0.725 m.m., 180 pounds; this is 300,000 pounds to 
the square ipcb. On a wire baving a diameter of 
13 m.w. which is 0.0512 inches, or about No. 16 
Americand gauge, we tind a tension 450 pounds used, 
equivalent to 225.000 pounds per square inch; of 
course, as these are the tension used. it is below the 
breaking point. All wire used in the gun must be 
sufficiently tough to be wound around its own diam- 
eter witbout crack or fracture. 

Tbe tension will be maintained and regulated by 
means of an electric windlass and regulator, similar 
to those used in winding armatures, ete., for electric 
dypamos. Space will not admit of a‘ description of 
thie device ; 1t is sufficient to say thuta very simple 
contrivanee will regulate the tension to a small 
fraction of a pound. 

The gun is then covered witb a coat of waterproof 
paint; and tbe trunnion and chace jacket ecrewed 
on. These jackets take up no part of the circum- 
ferential stress, the former being merely a means 
of attaching the trunnions and the latter a protec- 
tion against small projectiles. é 


The gun 1s floally bored out and fitted with a lin- | 100 


ing tube, in eitber one or two pieces, as now prac- 
ticed in Russiaand England. 

It should be remembered that this tube is merely 
a@ lining tuoe, intended to protect the segmental 
tube from scoring. and to take therifling. It is not 
= until after the winding has been com- 
pleted. 

After reading a description of this gun and exam- 
ining the plates, the question is often asked, how

Now in a tube constructed upon the Brown prin- 
ciple & much bigher quality of metal can be ob- 
tained than it is possible to obtain in a solid tube, 
In the first place the method of construction of the 
seg Dents, insures the greatest possible longitudinal 
strength, and a higher elastic limit for compreasion, 
than itis possible to obtain in asolid tube, Secondly, 
every segment can be carefully tested before using: 
whereas, in a solid tube you must depend upon test 
specimens cut from the ends, to judge of the quality 
of the metal. 

In all guns depending upor a condition of initial 
tension the inner core is under a state of compres- 
sion, when at rest, produced by the outer hoops, 
and in wire guns by the tension of winding. The 
higher the physical qualities of the metal of the 
inner core, the higher the compressions that may be 
used. Consequently the Brown Segmental Tube can 
be wound under a bigber tension than it is possifle 
to use in the,case of a solid core. The present prac- 
tice is, not tocompress any part of the core beyond 
its elastic limit, therefore the Brown Segmental 
Tube can be compressed at its inner surface toa 
greater extent thana solid tube. Should it be found 
advisable to compress beyund this point, still the 
Brown Tube will stand a higher degree of com- 
pression than 1t is possible to give to any solid tube 
for the same amount of distortion. 

Now the first action of the powder pressure is to 
overcome this compression ; it will therefore take a 
bigher powder pressure to overcome the initial com- 
pression at the inuer surface of the core of the 
Brown Gun than 't willin any other gun. As soon 
as this compression is overcome the powder pres- 
sure begins to stretch the core, exerting at the same 
time a compression in the opposite direction; and 
whenever ~~ part of the guu is stretched beyond 
its elastic limit for extension, or compressed beyond 
its elastic limit for compression, a permanent set 
takes place in the metal. 

in any wire gun, the wire itself cannot be stretched 
beyond its elastic limit by gunpowder. Consequently 
the only injury which van be done toa wire gun is 
to strain tbe core beyond its elastic limit. The 
Segmental Tube offers no resistance to circumfer- 
ential stress, therefore the only injury which can be 
done to a Brown Gun by radical powder pressure is 
to compress the core beyond its elastic limit. It 
will, therefore, require a higher pressure to give a 
permanent set to the core of the Brown Gun than 
to any other gun inthe world. In fact,it can be 
shown, mathematically, that to give a permanent 
set to the coreof a Brown Gun w not within the 
possibilities of gunpowder, as ordinarily used. 

A mere cursory observation will show that the 
greatest possible longitudinal strength obtainable 
from steel, is obtained by the Brewn System of Con- 
struction. If this gun is not strong enough longitu- 
dinally then it is impossible to build a gun from 
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There is but one other point to consider, viz.: Is 
there any danger of derangement of the wire and 
segments during action? While it is difficult to de- 
termine exactly wben such action will take place, it 
is clearly evident that no derangement of the sezg- 
ments, and consequently of the wire, can begin 
until the compression between the segments has 
been reduced to zero at some point on its inver sur- 
face, and that no permanent derangement will 
occur until this compression .throughout the 
entire tube over the area of maximum pressure has 
been so reduced. 

The pressures required to produce this result have 
been carefully calculated for every ten inches from 
breech to muzzle by Birnie’s and Crozier’s formulas 
and tabulated. An examination of the Table will 
show that the pressure in the bore required to re- 
duve this compression to zero at one point is 22.15 
tons per square inch, while the maximum powder 
pressure will be but 18.24 tons per square inch, giv- 
ing a margin of nearly four tons per square inch. 
The pressure uired to reduce the compression to 
zero for the evtire length of bore under maximum 
pressure is 37.87 tons per square inch. Consequently, 
there is absolutely no danger of derangement of the 
segments or wire during action. 

Tbe enormous muzzle strength of guns con- 
structed upon this principle is particularly worthy 
of note. Thus the 10-inch gun will stand a pressure 
of 18.38 tons per sq. inch at the muzzle, or more than 
the maximum powder pressure. 

In view of the characteristics of modern powder, 
this is of great importance; the gun being special! 
suited to powders giving a low maximum and hig 
mean pressure. 

Another important feature in the method of con- 
struction is that these guns may be constructed of 
great length at relatively much less extra cost per 
ton, than is possible for a solid tube gun, it being no

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tube; in all other wire guns itis a solid tube: in the 
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feet long. An amesetmnety. biuzh initial velocity with 
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low pressure can be obtained by this system of gun 
construction, aud it is entirely within the possibili- 
ties of the system to construct a 12-inch gun which 
will penetrate any armor extant. 

Having thus shown that the ballistic qualities of 
the Bruwn Wire Gun is equal to, if not superior to 
any other gun in existence; we will notice some 
other points. 

Tbe Brown Gun can be constructed for less money 
and in less time than any other gun in the world. 

No special plant of any great size is required. The 
tubes, segments and wire cau be obtained from two 
or three manufacturers in this vouatry, and the 
gue can be assembled in any one of a dozen plants 
now in existence. 

[Iv conclusion, the advantages claimed for the 
system are as follows: 

1. By the use of the small longitudinal segments 
@ very wuch higber quality of steel may be ob- 
tained than is possible for a solid tubed gun. 

2. This system of Gun Construvtion does not re- 
quire a large special plant. 

8. The rapidity with which these guns can be con- 
structed, 

4. Their relative cheapness. 

5. Eoormous elastic strength. 

6. Commercial value of the metal after the gun 
has become unserviceable, due to the ease with 
which it can be dismantled.

LITTLE ROCK BARRACKS. 


THe Kansas City Fee says: “In publishing the 
orders from the War Department in regard to the 
changes in ‘taps,’ the commanding officer at Little 
Rock Barracks directs that no enlisted men will be 
allowed off the reservation after the sounding of 
tattoo without a _ written ass approved by 
the post commander. It is the opinion of the 
Times that the War Department extended ‘taps’ 
till eleven o’clock, to give men more time between 
retreat and tattoo. There is nothing in General 
Orders No. 80 requiriug the men to be present in 
the post after tattoo, and any regulation by a com- 
manding officer directing that no mun leave the 
reservation after sounding of tattoo is con- 
trary to the spirit of the amended regulations as 
contained in the order named. To obviate ine ne- 
cessity for putting in for a pass in the morning, or 
to have the men go through the red tapsin the 
evening of asking permission to be absent till eleven 
o’clock, or at the time when the theatre is ‘out,’ 
if stationed near a city, the hours were extended. 
Under the rulings of the commanding officer at 
Little Rock Barracks, it may equally apply 
to the sounding for retreat, and while it is not 
claimed that a commanding officer has not the 
power to prevent men from going off the reserva- 
tion when oot on duty, the Times does claim that 
when such orders are issued, unless there is danger 
of attack by the enemy, the commanding officer 
places the very restrictions about the liber- 
ties of the men when off duty the War Department 
desires to enlarge. The Times believes that this regu- 
lation should be considered in a liberal sense, and 
commanding officers should not prevent enlisted 
men from the benefits of orders by illiberal con- 
struction.”” As the Times is clearly right in its 
deductions, it would appear that it must be mis- 
taken as to its facts. 








FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS.—FIRST SESSION. 


AMONG the communications presented in the Sen- 
ate this week were the report of Captain Wm. K. 
Birkhimer, 3d Art., in regard to the organization 
and service of Capt. Lawrence Hall’s company of 
Oregon Volunteers, and a statement from the Chief 
of Ordnance of the Army exhibiting the expendi- 
tures at the Springfield armory and the number of 
arms, etc.. manufactured there during the past 


year. 

Mr. Mitchell presented in the Senate, Dec. 9, nu- 
merous petitions, containing the signatures of 7,165 
United States Army officers and enlisted men, pray- 
ing Congress to eo a bill providing that in all 
cases when an enlisted man in the U. 8S. Army has 
served as such for 25 years, continuously or 
otherwise, either us a private or as a non- 
commissioned officer, or both, he shall, by making 
application to the President, be aap upon the 
retired list with the rank held by him at the date of 
retirement, and that thereafter he shall receive 75 
per cent. of the pay and allowances of the rank 
upon which he was retired; and providing 
also, that any enlisted man who shall become dis- 
abled in the line of duty and who shall have com- 
pleted 20 years of service shall im like manner be 
placed upon the retired list with 75 per cent. of the 
pay and allowances of the rank held at the date of 
retirement; and providing further that any en- 
listed man who served at least one year in the 
Regular or Volunteer Army during the Civil 
War of 1861-1865, either as an officer, non-commis- 
sioned officer or private, or who shall have com- 
pleted 20 years’ service, continuous or otherwise, 
shall, by making application to the President, be 
placed upon the retired list for enlisted men, 
and shall thereafter receive 75 per cent of all pay 
and allowances of the rank heid at the date of such 
retirement. 

Petitions were presented in the Senate this week 
as follows: From the Board of Trade, Bath, Me., 
favoring the transfer of the Revenue Marine Ser- 
vice to the Navy Department; from pastors and 
leading members of the Methodist churches of 
Zanesville, O., for increase of pay and to extend 
and promote the usefulness of Army chaplains; 
from Capt. Jobn P. Story, 4th Art., for restoration 
to bis former rank of precedence among the cap- 
tains of the Army; from the Legislative Assembly 
of Arizona, urging restoration of Capt. Wm. Harper 
to his former rank in the ay from Legislative 
Assembly of Dakota Territory, for maintenance of 
military post at Fort Abraham Lincoln; of Captain 
Joseph T. Porter, formerly Asst. Surgeon, for resto- 
ration and retirement. 

The following communications from the Secretary 
of War were presented in the House on Tuesday: 
Reports of the inspection of money accounts of dis- 
bursing officers during the past year; reports on 
the tests of iron and steel and other materials at the 
Watertown Arsenal; reports of the Q. M. General 
showing supplies issued during the year; statement 
of con ts made by the War Department and its 
bureaus during the year ; estimates of appropriation 
for buildings at military posts; amended estimates 
for “ salaries, Signal Corps,” and sundry other re- 
ports on surveys, rivers and harbors; communica- 
tion from Hon. W.C. P. Breckinridge, offering on be- 
half of citizens of Lexington, Ky., and Santa Fe, 

.M., to donate land for the proposed military 
(cavairy) post. ; 

Contrary to expectations, Speaker Reed an- 
nounced five of the important House committees on 
Monday last, and from the active manner in which 
he is now working it seems probable that all the 
committees will be appointed before the holidays. 
It is to be napee that this unusual example of 
a will be followed by the committees in 

© despatch of business soon to be poured in upon 
them. Of the five committees announced, the or- 
ganization of one—the Appropriations—is of inter- 
est to the Services. It consists of the following 
members: Messrs. Cannon, chairman; Butter- 
worth, McComas, Henderson of Iowa, Peters, Cogs- 
well, Belden, Morrow, Brewer, Randall of Pennsy!- 
vania, Forney, Sayers, Clements, Breckinridge of 
Kentucky, and Dockery. The Military and Naval 
Committees, it is now understood, will be an 
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nounced on Monday next. At the present writing 
it seems settled that Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, 
will be the next chairman of the Military Commit- 
tee. The chairmansbip of the Naval Committee is a 
little in doubt. It seems to rest between Mr. Bou- 
telleand Harmer, the only two Republican mem- 
bers of last year’s committee who were re-elected to 
Congress. The latter was the senior of the two in 
the oJ]d committee and many are therefore of the 
opinion that his chances are the brightest. On the 
other hand, Mr. Boutelle has long been identified 
with naval matters and the frequency of his visits 
to the Navy Department of late naturally suggests 
that he 1s anticipating the appointment. 

If promptness and unanimity on the part of a 
committee counts for anything, the action of the 
Senate Naval Committee on Wednesday on several 
important naval bills is a healthy sien of a fair 
amount of favorable naval legislation during the 

resent session. This committer met on Wednesday 
or the first time this session and in less than an 
hour’s discussion unanimously adopted, without 
amendment, favorable reports on the following 
bills prepared by the Navy Department and intro- 
duced by Mr. Hale last week: S. 539, to promote the 
efficiency of the enlisted force of the Navy by in- 
creasing the enlisted force to 9,000, increasing the 
pay to members thereof, etc.; 8. 540, relating to the 
naming of new vessels of war; S. 541, for the relief 
of the sufferers by the Samoan disaster. The text 
of these bills will be found below. By this early 
action the committee places these measures in a po- 
sition which assures their passage by the Senate at 
an early date and largely entances their chances of 
success in the lower House. There are — eight 
measures ahead of them on the Senate calendar, 
thus insuring their consideration at an early date. 

The Senate Military Committee will continue to 
bold its sessions on Thursdays. The first meeting 
was held this week. Favorable reports were adopt- 
ed on 8, 428, to amend the 103d Article of War, and 
upon several private bills of no particular interest 
to the Services; also upon all the Army nomina- 
tions printed in last week's JOURNAL. he bill to 
relieve Major D.N. Bash, Paymaster, from the 
responsibility for the loss of money stolen from him 
by the cowboy Charles Parker, was under consider- 
ation, but as it was thought to belong ee to 
the Committee on Claims, it was reported back to 
the Senate for that reference. 


BILLS INTRODUCED. 


S. 80, Mr. Dolph. That the assistant surgeons of

ment. 

Sec. 2. That on and after the passage of this act any en- 
listed man who has served at least one year in the Regular 
or Volunteer Army during the Civil War of 1861 to 1865, 
either as an officer, non-commissioned officer, or private, and 
who shall have completed 20 years’ service, contiDuous or 
otherwise, shall, by making application to the President, be 
placed upon the retired list for enlisted men, and shall there- 
after receive 75 per centum of the pay and allowances of 
the rank held at date of such re*'rement.

That whenever a vacancy suall occur 
from any cause whatever among the transferred officers it 
shail be filled by an officer so transferred, accord- 
jn J to seniority, subject to the provisions hereinafter con- 
tained in relation to filling such vacaucies, such officer 
baving successfully passed the prescribed examination for 
the grade to which he is promoted, but no officer so trans- 
ferred shali be promoted to vacancies occurring among offi- 
cers not so transferred.

tailany officer to perform Revenue Marine duty, in the 
same manner as details are now made for other special 
duty; but nosuch transferred line officer shall be placed 
under the command of, or in a subordinate position to, 
any officer so detailed by the Secretary of the Navy, nor 
shall any such transferred engineer be required 
duty under an engineer so detailed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. That the Secretary of the Navy shall 
not detail for the Rnvenue Cutter Service, nor continue 
therein, any officer who sball not be satisfactory to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, nor shall he detail for such ser- 
vee = than transferred officers so long us any such are 
a . 

Sec. 6. That the standard of examination for the promo- 
tion of officers transferred by this act shall be that now in 
force for the Revenue Cutter Service,and such examina- 
tions shall be made by boards composed of such transferred 
officers, such examinations to continue so long as any trans- 
ferred line officers remain below the grade of lieutenant 
commander U. 8. Navy, or any transferred engineer below 
the raok of assistant engineer with the relative rank 
of lieutenant senior grade, U. 8. Navy. 

Sec. 7. That section 1,445, Rev. Stat.. shall be held not to 
apply to the officers transferred from the Revenue Cutter 
Service to the Navy by this act. but such officers shall re- 
ceive the full benefit of secs. 1.443 and 1,444, KR. 8., their rank 
notwithstanding, when they bave performed the prescribed 
service of forty years. or reached the prescribed age of 62 
years, and officers so transferred shall be credited with the 
sea service and other duties performed by them in the ser- 
vice of the United States, and shal receive all the benefits 
of such duty and of their service in the same manner as if 
they bad been officers of the Navy during such service.

1467 of the Regulations is amended to read as follows: 


1467. To entitle an officer to travel allowance the travel 
must be covered by a specific order in each case, issued pre- 
vious .o the commencement of every journey. Such order 
sbould recite that the travel therein directed is necessary 
for the public service,and should direct the officer to re- 

urn to bis station upon completion of assigned duty, if 
such return is contemplated.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue board of bureau of chiefs in the Navy De- 
partment is considering a number of proposed 
changes in the plans of the Thomas cruising moni- 
tor. The principal armor protection of this yesse 
is to be furnished by a turtle-back deck 3 inches 
thick on the crown, increasing to 434 inches 
at theside. The ee change proposed is to in- 
crease the thickness of the armor on the sides to 
nine inches. ln order to carry the additional weight 
thus imposed the displacement of the ship would 
bave to be increased by lengthening her from 16 to 
18 feet. Other changes have been suggested involv- 
ing additional weights, and it is possible that the 
length of the vessel may be increased to 30 feet. The 
plans had been completed, ready for advertisement, 
but if tae changes are decided upon a delay of two 
or three months will ensue. 

Tue Friedrich Karl, the oldest ironclad in the 
German fleet, launched at Toulon in January, 1867, 
by the Société des Forges et des Chantiers de la 

editerranée, having been thoroughly overhauled, 
1s now in an excellent state, and is provided with 
torpedo armament, steam heatiag apparatus and 
electric light. Her displacement is 6,007 tons, and 
her indicated horse-power 3,500, and she carries 16 
beavy guns, 2 light pieces, and 531 men. She 1 
barque-rigged and steams 13.5 knots. The old Ger- 
man ship Renown—which was bought about 70 years 
ago from the English Admiralty—is to be sold, and 
probably broken up. She long served as an artil- 
lery trainiog ship, and was stationed at Kiel and 
Wilbelmsbaven, but on the introduction of heavy 
guns, was found to be too weak, and was replaced 
by the Mars. She isa ee A ship, built of wood, 
and containing much valuable oak and mahogany, 
besides a considerable weight of copper and other 
met 

SECRETARY TRACY is preparing to follow up his 
recommendations for the immediate construction of 
a fleet of battleships, by transmitting to Congress 
a mass of information concerning the latest battle- 
ships built for European navies. It is understood 
that outline plans of a battleship of 10,000 tons dis- 
placement, embracing many of the latest improve- 
ments, will be submitted the naval com- 
mittees for their information and guidance. These 
plans will contemplate the mounting of a main bat- 
tery of four 12inch, 4644 ton guns in pairs in two 
barbettes or turrets, with eight or ten 6 inch rapid 
fire guns mounted on two decks in a superstructure 
built up between the two heavy gun stations. The 
armor for the turrets or barbettes will probably be 
17 or 18 inches in thickness, and a belt of the same 
thickness will protect the waterline over the vital 
parts of the vessel. The broadside batteries of 
rapid fire guns will be protected by about 5 inch 
armor. Tne speed of the ship will probably be 
about 17 knots,

RECENT DEATHS. 


BREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL [SRAEL VOGDES, col- 
onel U.S. Army, retired, died at the New York 
Hotel, New York City, Dec. 7, of heart failure. His 
death was sudden and unexpected. Despite his 73 
years, he wus always a vigorous, energetic map, 
rarely afflicted even with a temporary illness. 
Shortly after luncheon, Dec, 7, he was stricken with 
his fatal disease. Col. A. K smith, U.S. A., attend- 
ing surgeon, was summoned, but nothing could be 
done tosave him. He passed away quietly, with- 
out pain or struggle, wic: his wife and son, Capt. A. 
W. Vogdes, 5th U. 8. Artillery, at his bedside. The 
deceased officer was born in Willistown, Chester 
Sounty, Pa., Aug. 4, 1816. and on July 1, 1833, was 
appointed to the Military Academy by Col. Isaac 
Wayne, son of “ Mad” Anthony Wayne, of Revolu- 
tionary fame, of whom Gen. Vogdes was a descend- 
ant. He was graduated July 1, 1837, promoted 2d 
lieutenant Ist Artillery, and from 1837 to 1849 was on 
duty at his alma water as assistant professor of 
matbemacics. He was promoted Ist lieutenant in 
1838 and captain in 1847. In 1849 he was detailed for 
service in Florida against the Indians, and at the 
outbreak of the rebellion he was ordered to Fort 
Pickens. On May 14, 1861, he was promoted major. 
In the following October he was engaged in repelling 
the night attack on Santa Rosa Island, Fia., and 
during the fight he was made a prisoner and held 
asa hostage. After his release, in August, 1862, he 
served on the staff of Gen. Reynolds in the Mary- 
land campaign, and in November following he was 
commissioned brigadier general of volunteers. 
From that time forward until the close of the war 
be was engaged in various important operations, 
aod in 1865 received the brevet of brigadier general, 
U. 8. A., for his gallant and meritorious services in 
the field. He was promoted lieutenant colonel 5th 
Artillery in June, 1863, and colonel Ist Artillery in 
the following August. After the war he served in 
command of his regiment at several important post:, 
and was an excellent and painstaking duty officer. 
He was retired from active service Jan. 2, 1881, at 
his own request. 

Since his retirement Gen. Vogdes has written a 
littleupon military matters for the press, chiefly for 
diversion. He was essentially domestic in his tastes, 
and beyond membership in the Loyal Legion of the 
New York Commandery, of which he was the 
first Commander, he was attached to no social 
or other organization. His summers were usually 
spent in travel; in winter he resided in New York, 
where be had a host of friends, who will deeply 
mourn his sudden taking off. He leaves surviving 
bim his widow and five children, all of whom are 
married. His sons, Capt. A. W. Vogdes, 5th Art., 
and Ist Lieut. C. B. Vogdes, lst Inf., U. 8S. A., have 
followed their father’s profession. One daughter 1s 
the wife of Lieut. O. L. Wieting, 23d U.S. Inf., an- 
other is Mrs. Lord, of Brooklyn, and the third the 
wife of Dr. Hansell, of Philadelphia. 

The remains were interred with impressive cere- 
monies at West Point Dec. ll. The Rev. W. R. 
Thomas, D. V., rector of the Church of the Holy 
Innocents, st Highland Fa'ls, conducted the ser- 
vices. The pallbearers were General Alexander 8. 
Webb, General Viele, General Jumes B. Fry, Cole 
onel John Hamilton, General Varlton, L. L., and 
Colonel John M. Wilson, Superintendent of the 
Military Academy. Immediately bebiui the palil- 
bearers followed Mre. Voxdes, the widow of the 
dead General; Mrs. William Lord, of Brooklyn, and 
Dr. and Mrs. Hansell, of Philadelphia. 

The Loyal Legiou, the Army and the Navy were 
fully represented, and everything done to do full 
honor to the memory of this wortby officer. 

Cavin ENGINEER H. 3. Craven, U. 8S. N., died, 
Dec. 7, at the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, of conges- 
tion of the iungs. He was a son of Kear-Admiral 





Cravep, and entered the Navy as civil engineer 
March 12, 1879. At the time of his death he held the 
relative rank of lieutenant-commander. Mr. Craven 
was well known in New York, owing to his official 
connection a few years ago witb the aqueduct. He 
leaves a widow and four children. The funeral ser- 
vices were beld at the Naval Hosp'tal and then the 
body was taken to Geneva, N. Y., for interment.

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


OnE of the most important of the recommenda- 
tions contained in the annual reports of this year, 
is that concerning the reorganization and increase 
of the artillery of our Army. It should be acted 
upon at once. There seems to be a very general 
desire to provide for the defence of our 
coasts, and large expenditures are proposed for 
guns and forts; but neither guns or forts will be of 
much use unless we have trained artillerists to 
man them, General Schofield’s scheme for pro- 
viding them is practicable; it 1s sensible and it is 
extremely moderate in its demand upon the publie 
purse. 

Tbe proposition to conform our infantry estab- 
lishment in organization to that of other nations 
is another that should receive the early attention 
of Congress. Why should we adhere so persis- 
tently to an antiquated system, and one that does 
not accord with the recognized necessities of modern 
warfare. The time to make these changes is now 
when we are disturbed neither by war nor ru- 
mors of war; not when the necessity of action is 
forced upon us. Prince Krapf za Hohenlobe, in 
his letters on infantry, as well as in those on cay- 
alry and artillery, has shown clearly how much the 
Prussians gained in their war against France from 
their previous preparation and their thorough 
training. He makes it clear that Germany did not 
desire orseek the war for which she at the same 
time madethe most thorough preparation. This 
was the information given by General Stoffel, 
Military Attache at Berlin, to Napoleon, and 
which, as he learned to his sorrow, was true. The 
French had the prestige of the Orimea; they had 
the advantage in their infantry weapon, certaialy, 
and they were fighiing on their own soil. Yet 
they were everywhere borne down by the superior 
training and the superior organization of their ad- 
versaries. ‘‘I found,” says Prince Krapf, 
‘*such care for the education, training, instruction 
and health of eaeh individual man as could in few 
families be improved, while it was far greater than 
any man of of the lower classes of the people 
would ever find in his own family. The mainte- 
nance of discipline was brought into careful con- 
nection with with instruction in drill, and all ex- 
ercises, including the gymnastics, were used to in- 
crease both health and discipline, while the natural 
tendencies of each individual man were most con- 
scientiously taken into account. * * * A re- 
cruit is not punished unless there is ample proof 
that the fault was intentionally committed, or in

the case of such taults as are not allowed by law 
to go unpunished. * * * It is better to have 
too much patience than too little.” 

‘‘ This systematic training, and the care given to 
each individual man, even in his musketry course, 
and in bis work in the open country after he has 
finished his drill as a recruit, was one of the prin- 
cipal causes of our grand success in the late great 
war.” 

‘* Wherever this training of our soldiers has been 
properly made use of, there our infantry have 
obtained great success with comparatively small 
loss; but where the officers have attached little 
value to fighting in open order they have suffered 
loss to such a degree that success has often been 
doubtful, and failure might often have occurred if 
it had not quickly been brought iuto use.” 

Under the best of circumstances we can hardly 
hope to equal such training. but it is worse than 
criminal to neglect it altogether, and trust to the 
ignorant zeal of raw levies to meet emergencies, in 
which, as all experience shows, they are sure to 
fail us. 








GENERAL WESLEY MERRITT, U.S. A., in his an- 
nual report, speaks well of the personnel of the 
Army. He says: ‘* During my service in the field 
in Oklahoma I had frequent knowledge of non com- 
missioned officers performing the duties of their 
offices, and often of those of the commissioned 
grade, in a manner which impressed me with their 
intelligence, dignity, and strength of character. In 
managing the turbulent elements they were positive 
but temperate, and at all times while discharging 
their duties, commanded the respect and obedience 
of those whom they controlled. Frequently non- 
commissioned officers were ordered to the field in 
command, charged with the duties of making 
scouts and expelling mtruders and habitually they 
performed this duty with intelligence, making re- 
ports and sketches of the country which woald have 
heen crediatable to officers of experience. These 
soldiers deserve the respect of their superiors ia 
rank and increased encouragement from the Goy- 
ernment, and in the estimate of the characier of 
the Army should be separated as far as may be 
from the element which brings discredit on the en- 
listed man by excesses of various kinds ending in 
desertion.” 


We wish no ill to our respected Congressmen, 
ahd sincerely sympathize with the members of the 
House who suffer embarrassment because a de- 
faulting clerk has carried their salaries with him to 
@anada. But, possibly, in this hour of chastening 
experience our legislators may be reminded of the 
occasions when Congressional neglect of duty com- 
pelled the officers of our Army and Navy to carry 
around with them empty pocket-books, because no 
salaries were forthcoming. If the present unfor- 
tanate condition of the Congressional exchequer 
sould lead to some reflections of this sort, the ex- 
perience will not be without its high moral uses. 
Perhaps if our officers could have had the same 
opportunity they would have escaped embarrass- 
ment, in the way the members of Congress are pro- 
posing to do—by putting their hands into the pub- 
lic till and helping themselves at will out of 
‘moneys not otherwise appropriated.” Imagine 
the Army and Navy asking Congress to vote their 
salaries over again because, after they had drawn 
them once from the public treasury, the gentlemen 
to whom they entrusted their collection had 
“ skipped” | 

A CORRESPONDENT writes: ‘‘I never saw so much 
unanimity among officers as at present on the sub- 
ject of a decided increase in the pay of our non- 
commissioned officers. It is realized more than 
ever that if the Army is to be raised to the standard 
which those in authority are doing their level best 
to get it to, this matter must receive attention. 
But the increase of pay to do good must be accom- 
panied by a decided elevation of the requirements 
for the several positions. To give increased pay 
Without adequate return and benefit to the Service 
would be foolish. A graded examination could 
easily be fixed ; moderately easy for Corporal ; more 
difficult for Sergeant, and very thorough for first 
Sergeants and regimental non-commissioned staff 














mental promotion for non commissioned officers 
and not by companies as now. The vital principles 
of seniority should never be violated unless for 
good and safficient reasons.” Our correspondent’s 
remarks are sensible and pertinent, and we fully 
agree with him that if the highest condition of effi- 
ciency 13 to be attained “this matter must receive 
attention.” 








THE Scco11 Comptroller has received, but has not 
yet made public, the opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral as to the right of the accounting officers to re- 
open for settlement the claims for longevity of 
Army officers under the decision in the Watson 
case. To be consistent with his views, given officially 
on similar points to the Department, it is necessary 
for them to decide it to be clearly the duty of the 
accounting officers to follow out the directions of 
the Supreme Court by allowing the claims. The 
former Secretary of Interior, Mr. Teller, said, with 
reference to pension cases: ‘*When the incorrect- 
ness of the former action is so manifest upon a re- 
view of the evidence that it is not a matter of dis- 
pute, the Departmeut will not refuse to do justice 
because the error is of long standing and has been 
sanctioned by subsequent action.” This is applica- 
ble to these longevity claims, and as they have re- 
cently been pronounced as good reasoning by At- 
torney-General Miller it is fair to presume that that 
official takes the same stand in the opinion rendered 
for the information of the Second Comptroller. 
These claims are no longer a ‘matter of dispute,” 
for the Supreme Court has plainly shown bow 
through ‘‘an error of long standing ” they bave re- 
mained unpaid. There would seem to be but one 
course for the accounting officers to pursue and 
that is to take up, adjust and report them to Con- 
gress for appropriation. This, we presume, they 
will do, without much further delay. 








‘‘LINfAL PROMOTION” still continues to bea prom- 
inent topic of discussion throughout the Army, and 
the indications are that those in favor of it are in 
the large majority. A correspondent of the Kan- 
sas City Times, referring to the subject, says: ‘‘Lin- 
eal promotion would break up cliques and go far 
toward abolishing personal favoritism, that has 
been and 1s a pernicious source of ill to the best in- 
terests of the Service. Details for staff and special 
duties could then be so arranged that the amount 
of labor falling upon those officers serving with the 
colors should not be so disproportionate as now. 
Does not this system work admirably in the Navy 
and in the Marine Corps? What is there really 
opposed to this change but the clinging, mossbacked 
spirit of conservatism? This has been called the 
age of progress. Let us have some manifestation 
of it in proper legislation for the interests of the 
Army.” 





Tae Army and Navy nominations sent to the 
Senate last week as reported in the JOURNAL 
of Dec. 7th, have all been favorably reported 
upon by the respective committees and are now on 
the calendar awaiting confirmation. Another large 
batch of recess appointments and promotions in 
both Services were sent to the Senate on Thursday 
of this week and are duly recorded in their proper 
places in this edition. There are still a few Army 
recess appointments to be sent in. 








Tue report of the Navy organization and Tactical 
Board on the scheme suggested by Col. McCawley, 
Capt. Mannix and others for improving the effi- 
ciency of the Marine Corps by iccreasing the num- 
ber of marines, instructing them in the art of hand- 
ling the secondary battery of ships, etc., has been 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy.

There is a general 
impression that the Board has recommended that 
they be used exclusively for guard duty at Navy 
Yards and stations.

We see no reason why 
it should not be done and hope that Congress will 
take hold of the matter after the holidays and settle 
it. It isa measure the jastice of which is apparent 
avd of vital bearing upon the welfare of the Army. 








ARRANGEMENTS bave been made for supplying 
disbursing agents of the Army with a new form of 
check on banks designated as Government deposi- 
taries. Heretofore disbursing officers, have used 
whatever form of check was provided by the banks, 
aud consequently there has been a lack of uniform- 
ity in the checking system, resulting in considerable 
confusion in the inspection of accounts. The new 
ehecks to be furnished by the War Department are 
eimilar to those issued by the Treasury for draft on 
the U. S. Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer, the prin- 
cipal difference being that the name of the deposi- 
tary is left blank so that the same check can be used 
for any bank. They are numbered consecutively, 
and issued in book form so thata revord is being 
kept of the number of the checks issued to each offi- 
cer. Space is provided on the check proper and on 
the stub for notiug the number of the voucher for 
which payment is being made. A General Order 
setting forth instructions for making out the new 
ehecks is now in course of preparation and will 
soon be issued.

JEFFERSON DAVIS, 


Late 1st Lieutenant 1st Dragoons, U. S. Army, and 
Colonel lst Regt., Mississippi Volunteers (Rifles). 


From the life of Jefferson Davis, by Eiward A. 
Pollard, published in 1869, we take tiese extracts, 
presenting a critical judgment upon the leader of 
the Confederacy by one of the conspicuous advo- 
cates of the Southern cause: 


* Jefferson Davis was born on the 31 day of June, 
1808 He commenced his education at the Peunsy! 
vauia University, Kentucky, but left it for the 
West Point Academy, where he graduated in 1828 

* He followed the fortunes of a soldier until 1835. 
He was a cadet from 1824 to 1428; 24 Lieutenant of 
Drazoons from 1833 to 1835, serving in various cam- 
paigns against the Indians; was Adjutant of Dra- 
goons, and at different times served in tne Quarter- 
master’s Department. His military life gave con- 
sigerable promise of distinction; it had already 
afforded ample fields to gratify a passion for ad- 
venture; there was no likelibood that the command 
of the voung officer of dragoons would rust on the 
Wertern frontier, where it bad already chastised the 
Comancbes and Pawnees, and where it was often de- 
tailed on duties of an important and dangerous char- 
acter; but, to thesurprise of bis companions in arms, 
Lieut. Davis abruptly quitted the Service, resigned 
bis commission, and betook himself to the widely 
removed occupation of a cotton planter in Mis- 
sissippi. 

“For eight years after bis resignation from the 
Army Mr. Davis remained 1a the close retirement 
of private life, occupying himself obscurely with 
domestic and personal cares. He wasa euccessful 
planter, living in comfort, but apparently averse to 
the social eptertainments of that class, a mano 
knowa only to his immediate neighbors, recluse, 
inoffensive and unpopular. 

“His retirement was rather that of the scholar 
thao of the planter. Within eigbt years of close 
student life, Mr. Davis made himself an accom- 
plished scholar, but scarcely more. Here he ac- 
quired the extraordinary culture which made him 
in some respects 80 admirable, but here too he may 
bave derived much of that imperfect intellectual 
cbaracter, which marks those who have but litule 
practical intercourse with men, and who have 
pot mixed knowledge of the world with the infor- 
wation of the scholar. [u (843, Mr. Davis emerged 
suddenly from his seclusion, and with brilliant ra- 
pidity and a becoming ease won the honors of pub- 
he lite. * * Tbat be may bave been aidei io this 
quick ascent by accidental circumstances is prob 
ably true, but it is none the less certain that he 
must bave made a remarkable display of ripe and 
vigorous parts to haye won such & success 80 quick- 
ly. on bis emerging from a profound retirement, 
and to bave made his first appearanceio public life 
as a member of Congress.”’ 

*Mr. Davis was sitting in the House of Represen- 
tatives when the war with Mexico was proviaimed. 
it opened a new road to his ambition, and one 
which led back to his first passion forarms. He 
played an important part at Monterey, where he 
charged, without bayonets, on Fort Leueria; be led 
his command tbrough thestreets to within a square 
of the Grand Plaza, suffering a storm of musketry 
and grape; and on the subsequent fieid of Buens 
Vista, he performed one of the most dramatic inci- 
dents of Lbe war, receiving on a suddenly conceived 
formation of bis lines a eharge of cavalry, and with 
a plungiog fire from right and left repeiling it. the 
last desperate effort of the Mexicans to break the 
American lines at the close of the 1 

* Op bis return from the Mexican War, Mr. Davis 
quickly re-entered political life, this time with an 
ascent to the Senate of the United States. He was 
elected in 1847 to fill a vacancy, but a few months 
betore the expiration of his senatorial term, be re- 
turned to the field of local politics in Mississippi 
and was an unsuccessful candidate for Governor in 
the campaign of 1850. From that contest he passed 
into the cabinet of President Pierce, and for four 
years discharged with uninterrupted satisfaction to 
the e+ p Ae to the country the duties of Secra- 
tary of War. In 1857, be re.:urned to the Senate, 
and bis term would have continued there until 
March 3, 1863, had not the war translated him to 
that career wherein we shall find the dominant 1n- 
terest of bis life, 

‘*Mr. Davis had a personal figure which was com- 
manding 1p every attitude. His carriage was erect. 
there was a soldierly affectation, of waich, indeed, 
the hero of Buena Vista gave evidence through 
his life, having the singular conceit that his 
genius was military, and fitter for arms than for the 
council. He bad a precise manner, and an austerity 
that was at first forbidding; but he had naturally a 
fondness for society, and often displayed tenderness 
to tbuse with wbom he was intimate. 

“Jeffersou Davis was to a great degree an acci 
dent of the war. Thrustinto importance by ficti- 
tious influences, he added nothing to its inspiration, 
and be mixed with a great cause a game of selfish- 
ness apd an experiment of vanity. * * * He 
descended to competition with his lieutenants, in- 
stead of exciting among them a generous rivalry 
toserve bis own central and crowniog fame; he 
grasped at all public honors for himself; and so 
weak was bis vanity, tbat it is remarkable it might 
be disturbed by the successes of his smallest subor- 
dinates. * * * . 

* lodeed, if a single individual had been sought 
wit5in the limits of toe South of such various char- 
acter aud temper as most effectually to seduce pub- 
le confidence, to dazzle it, and at last to bring it to 
ruio, the most certain and complete, he could not 
bave been found more exacily than in the person 
of Jefferson Davis. For sucha brilliant and un- 
equal career he kad really no competitors. 

* His mind was undalanced; bis judgment was at 
once shallow and perverse; though his life was not 
stained with dishonor, it was often steeped in petty 
meanuese; an obstacle to wise counsellors, he was 
yet au easy prey to flatterers; over-taxing his time 
aod almost wearing out his life by incessant labors, 
he bad yet no faculty for business; zealous and im- 
pertivently busy in public affairs, he was yet whim 
sical and trifling, a creator vf nothing; tauctty, 
persis'ent, repellent of advice, the approac. tobs 
vanity always open, and the avenues of bis patron- 
age beset by a conceit as easily bribed az by an ob- 





stinacy that was inexorable. A nature capable of 


better things in another and quicter career, was 
wholly unequal to the trials of a leader of a great 
revolution; a0 ambition intoxicated by great oppor- 
tunities, became at last malign aod puitry; aad 
Jefferson Davis, who might have continued a dis- 
tinguished man in a lesser cause, or, at least, not 
have had occasion there to unmask his weak- 
ness, fell uuder ao accumulation of fortune, aad 
egg his cireer in unequalled ruin and degrada- 
ou. 

Gen. Grant, in his memoirs, speaking of Jefferson 
Davis, says; “Mr. Davis had an excellent opinion 
of his own military genius. Oa several occasions 
during the war he came to the relief of the Union 
Army by means of his superior militury genius.” 
The italics are Gen. Grant's. 

Referring to the original Manasses campaign in 
1861 Gen. B2auregard, in bis memoirs, says: “Cpon 
calm refiectiono, an impartial mind is forced to 
ackoowled ze that the failure of this campaign, dur- 
iug what were so appropriately called ‘the Golden 
days of the Confederacy,’ was the unmistakable re- 
sult of sbort sighted and ineffisient management, 
the responsibility for which rests upon him who, 
though clearly unable to give personal supervision 
to, and direct each detail of the wheels ot govern- 
ment, yet would allow no latitude either to the 
heads of the various bureaus of the War Depart- 
ment, or to the generals iv the field.” 

Gen. Sherman 1n his memoirs says: ‘‘Davis seemed 
t> be perfectly upset by the fallof Atlanta and to 
have lost all sense and reason. * * He promised 
his Tennessee and Kentucky soldiers that their feet 
should tread their ‘ native soil,’ etc., etc. He made 
no concealment of these vainglorious boasts, and 
thus gave us the full key to his future designs. To 
be forewarned was to be forearmed and I[ think we 
tvox fall advautage of the occasion.” 

Floally, D. F. Boyd, in a letter to Gen. Sherman 
defending Jefferson Davis against the charge of re- 
sponsibility for the ill success of the Confederacy, 
said: 

“The issues of war often turn upon trifles too 
small for man to see or consider; but God observes 
them all, integrates all such differentials, and us9s 
them for his own wise purposes. He never me iat us 
of the Confederacy to succeed, and it is the duty of 
every true Confederate soldier t» acquiescs in His 
decision ; to thank Him for the abolition of slavery, 
and the preservation of the American Union.” 

With the death of Jefferson Davis disappears the 
last citizen of the Confederacy: the last conspicuous 
example of stubborn unwillingness to accept this 
wise decree of Providence. The N. Y. Sun, in its ac- 
count of the funeral ceremonies over the dead chief, 


says: 
The Southern ConfeJeracy was laid at rest in Metairie 
Cemetery to-day (Dec. 11,) with the most imposing cere- 
monies tae South has ever witnessed. The funeral of Jeffer- 
son Davis was a far grander demonstration on the part of 
the South than any one had expected. [t was feir, it is 
true, that the distinguished chieftain who had died was en- 
titled to high bonors, but it was not known that the whole 
Southern people would arouse as they bave done to show 
their affection for him, to pay their tribute totbe last maa 
of the Confederacy, it was this sentiment which made the 
display so imposing—the belief that with Mr. Davis the 
Confederacy is buried. He was the last link that bound the 
South to the past. He was the only living man who wasa 
citizen of the Confederate States. All the others had ac- 
cepted a new allegiaace, and were citizens of another coua- 


try. 

It was a fortunate suggestion, that of Capt. Grey of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, that Mr. Davis should be 
buried as a soldier and that the fuaeral should be a military 
one. and the distinguished chieftaiao carried to his grave en 
acaisson, This did away with any feeling that might have 
arisen in consequence of a too strong demonstration of 
Confederate seatiment. lIudeed, this sentiment has not 
beea very marked through the ceremonies. Toe dead chief- 
tain wore a suit of Confederate gray,as he bad done for 
years, and here and there among the floral offerings were 
the red, white, and red colors of the Confederacy. These 
were the only tokens that could have called up che late 
war. Loney tens of thousands of houses were decor- 
ated, nou one bure a Coafederate flag, and the decuration 
most.general was a small Americao flag in mouroiog with 
the portrait of Mr. Davis ia the cenue. The whole town 
seemed bung with the flags of the Union, and in the funeral 
procession there were borae but three or four Confederate 
banners, all of them being relics of the war. It wasas a 
soldier that Jefferson Davis was buried, and the district 
commander of the Grand Army, who acted as oneof the 
pall-vearers, thought it only right that he and the other old 
Uaion soldiers should turn out at the funeral of a man who 
was himselfa veteran of the United States Army, and who 
bad served that country well and wich distinction ia two 
wars.

“ The Mississippi riflemen, unier Colonel Davis, 
were highly conspicuous for their gallantry and 
steadiness, and sustained throughout the engage- 
ment the reputation of veteran troops. Brought 
into action against an immensely superior foroe, 
they maintained themselves for a long time unsup- 
ported and with heavy loss, aud held an important 
part of the field until reinforced. Col. Davis, 
though severely wounded, remained in the saddle 
uotil the cluse of the action. His distinguished 
coolness and gallantry at the head of his regiment 
oo this day entitle him to the particular notice ef 
the Government.

THE REASON WHY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Havine been in the ranks for a number of years, 
from private up to N. C. staff officer, serving from 
N. Y. State to California, in field and garrison, you 
will, perhaps, give me the necessary space in one of 
your editions to air my opinion, how desertions 
could largely be prevented. 

The contented soldier does not desert, only those 
who are dissatisfied leave. A soldier is contented 
under the same circumstances as any other human 
being. Give him a good bome, good clothes, good 
food and good pay and be is willing to remain with 
Uncle Sam as long as be is able to. As regards the 
housing and clothing of the Army, there is nothing 
to be wished for. As regards pay and food, the con- 
trary is the case. The ration is insufficient, potatoes 
and onions, if not other vegetables, should be added; 
the beef allowance should be available for every 
day ; pork or bacon should not belong to the ration, 
but should be kept for sale at the commissary store, 
to be purchased when wanted. Every one in the 
Service, | do net doubt, will be of the same opinion 
as to these suggestions. : 

As regards the pay, I am satisfied that no one von- 
nected with the Service will deny the necessity of 
raising the pay of almost all enlisted men. To com- 
meuce with the N. UC. officers, we have too manv 
company N. C.’s; nine N. C.’s for a company of 39 
men (after deducting the N. C.’s) are more than the 
Service requires. 1 would suggest to do away with 
all corporais, have a Ist sergeant and four duty ser- 
geants—they can do all the work; pay each sergeant 
$25 per month and the Ist sergeant $35 per month, 
pay the sergeant-major and Q. M. sergeant (regi- 
mental) $45 per month, and to all general N. C. staff 
officers $55 per month (also give the latter rank 
higher thun that of the regimental N. C. staff). The 
privates, [ would advise, to divide into two classes : 
2d class men to be promoted Ist class men, after at 
least three years’ service and when found worthy ; 
pay to a lst class private $% more than the present 
pay; 2d class men to be paid $13 per month. 

Extra duty pay should be done away with; it is 
no “extra duty” these men perform when they 
work for the Q. M. or C. S.; they perform their 
duties simply, and certainly have a softer berth 
than their comrades, who go on guard, work, scrub 
and cook, and certainly carry tbe heaviest part of 
the soldier’s duties. The consequences of this inno- 
vation, if made, are apparent to every officer and 
man. 

Lastly, I would recommend to do away with the 
regimental bands: the strength of a band, as laid 
dowu by regulations, makes it impossible to have a 
decent band; the poor pay of tae men prevents the 
enlistment of real musicians, and as but about one- 
third of all po have a band, the majority of the 
Army would never mind the loss. The writer of this 
has seen and heard about 20 of our bands, and, being 
a musician himself, be can but say that none of 
them deserved the name “band.” Our Army has 
46 bands, with about 1,000 men. The expense of keep- 
ing up this useless luxury could more profitably be 
turped into better pay fer others. If we must have 
bands, let there be one at each Department or Divi- 
sion headquarters; they could be ordered wherever 

uired. Drum and fife or bugle are good enough 
for the military duties which require a little noise, 
and if the enlisted man wants to have a dance de- 
pend upon it be will find the means to procure and 
pay the fiddler; the only trouble is, [ fear, that the 
commissioned officers will not consent to this sug- 
gestion, for reasons not necessary to be explained. 

Put the whole thing into a nutshell, if you want 
to have good soldiers—privates, us well as non- 
coms.—and as few desertions as possible, feed 
better, raise the pay of those who deserve it aud 
take it away from those who don’t.

LINEAL PROMOTION FOR SUBALTERNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


fn the JournNAL of Nov. 30, you refer to the re- 
commendation for lineal promotion made by Gen- 
eral Schofield in his annual report and say that 
some contend that the present law (Section 1204 
A. R., requires it, but that it 1s decided that the 
statute simply meacs that promotion shall be made 
within the branch of the Service of the respective 
officers, i. €., infantry officers in infantry, etc. 

The question arises: Who has made this impor- 
tant decision that has wrecked the career of many 
officers and placed in the hands of the War Depart- 
ment the power to assign new officers to certain 
rapid advancement or to as almost certain oblivion ? 
Thereby hangs a tale. 

The writer being the first, so far as he knows, who 
ever raised the question of the laws of the United 
States requiring lineal promotion for lieutenants, 
he may pessibly throw some light upon the origin 
of the question intent and defeat of the law. 

The vised Statutes were Speesves in June, 
1874, and were in the course of time published. 
7 were supplied military posts in book form in 


The writer, reading the sections relating to the 
Army, found Section 1204. [It laid down but one 
rule of promotion: the same for every branch of 
the Service. One of two different systems (applied 
to some branches and not others) must be without 
warrant of law. The Jaw defined as plainly as Eog- 
lish language can be written which system was 
right, and, perforce, which was wrong. 

The writer then drew up alist of the officers of 
his grade as they stood at the date of the approval of 
the R. S., and found he stood eighth for promotion. 
Two officers havivg been reinstated by special acts 
entitled bim to promotion under tne statutes to fill 
the 10th vacancy. He then made formal claim to his 
promotion of that date, and to get the moral support 
of the Army to exact the enforcement of the stat- 
utes he wrote a leiter to the JouRNAL in January 
1876, signed “A. Luff,” ventilating his views, and 
took his application to Post Headquarters where 
his post and regimental commander made substan- 
tially the following statement: 

“T believe your claim is right, just and lawful. [ 
have ever believed in lineal promotion for lieuten- 
ants and urged it to Mr. Coburn when he was on 
the Military Committee. [ showed him on the 
Army ter ‘irst lieutenants of artillery of less 

ghan four years service and secnnd lieutenants of 
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over ten, simply from the inequitable working of 
the system followed. He acknowledged the force of 
the argument, the injustice of the law, and said he 
would do everything in his power to correct it, and 
asked me to write out what 1 thought would cover 
the case. I did so,” 

The session ended and there was no legislation on 
the subject. Subsequently | met Mr. Coburn and 
he said the session was so near its eud that he had 
no hopes of getting a bill through and had got the 
matter attached to the Army appuspeames bill, but 
this committee fearing that 1t might impede the pas- 
sage, at their request it was finally stricken out, but 
that he was determined the law should be changed. 
Mr. Coburn was,on the committee to arrange, revise, 
ete., the statutes, and here [ find in the Revised 
Statutes, Section 1204, the verbatim draft 1 made 
and gave Mr. Coburn at his request. 

A few days before the utter collapse of the head 
of the War Department, for his liar interpreta- 
tion of law and the duties of his office, he gave the 
opinion that “Sec. 1204, Revised Statutes of the 
Cnited States, does not abrogate the Arwy Regula- 
tions on the rule of promotion,” and this has been 
enough to satisfy the conscience of the War Depart- 
ment ever since, though it changes the Army si - 
lations some 3,000 times in eight years, while it takes 
the concurrent action of both Houses and the Presi- 
dent to enactalaw. But the War Department does 
not change anything it does not want to change. 
The most arrant pettifogging would hardly advaace 
that a section of the U. 8S. Revised Statutes does not 
abrogate aconflicting Army Regulation; and the 
same may be said of the forced construction that 
allows lineal promotion to all down to include cap- 
tains, another rule for Ist and 2d lieutenants, and 
then going back to the first rule in promoting addi- 
uonal 2d lieutenants. The only consistency in the 
construction is inconsistency. We want no more 
law until what we haveis properly enforced. To 
close, take the opposite view. if lineal promotion 
is adopted, what argument can there be that 
it is contrary to law? I give it up. c. M.

THE BELKNAP COURT. 


THE second session of the Court of Inquiry to ex- 
amine into the military ability of Capt. A. W. Bel- 
knap, Co. B, 7lst N. ¥., was held in the armory of 
the latter regiment on the evening of Dec. 6. Capt. 
Belknap had secured for his counsel Lieut. J. D. 
Miley, 5th U. 8. Art., from Fort Schuyler, N. Y. 

The members of the Court were ull ready for busi- 
ness at the appointed time. It consists of Gen. T. H. 
Barber, [usp. General, president: Col. J. N. Part- 
ndge, 23d t.; Lieut.-Col. J. A. Miller, 224 
Regt.; Major Eddy, 47th Regt.; with Major C. H. 
Chauncy, Jr., 8th t., recorder. it would be hard 
to find a more competent court. 

Considerable annoyance was ovcasioned by a com- 
pany marching on the floor above, directly over the 
room selected for the use of the court, and the 
heavy tramp of feet caused the old building to 
rattle and vibrate and at times it was difficult to 
hear. Brigade beadquarters next door could have 
been selected for the sitting with evident advantage. 
Among those present were Capts. Thurston and Leo, 
22d Regt.; Capt. Lorrigan, 9th; Capt. Content, 12th;

But when further questioned as to 
Capt. Belknap’s military capacity, Colonel Denni- 
son replied tnat, under the facts known to him, 
Capt. Belknap could not have passed the examin- 
ing board if he (Colonel Dennison) bad been on it. 

jeut. Miley, counsel for Capt. Belknap, asked 
Col. Dennison whether be cousidered himself an 
expert on drill, and qualified to judge as to the 
capabilities of an officer as to bis military itness. 
Col. Dennison thought he could fill the bill, but 
didn’t think it required a great expert to deter- 
mine the lack of ability demonstrated. The dis- 
cussion was potting interesting. Lieut. Miley then 
said ——— A to Pray adr yn! pe ~ 
his military ability. unex sally the 
members of the court looked serious.

STREET RIOT DRILL. 
CALIFORNIA NATIONAL GUARD. 


Bria.-Gen. J. T. Curtrne, 24 Brigade, Cal. N. G., 
on the evening of Nov. 25, for the first time iu the 
history of the National Guard of Califormia, or- 
dered out the entire brigade forariot drill. The 
orders were not issued until 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon, aud after being received by the heads of the 
regiments, they were passed to the subordinate offi- 
cers and through them tothe privates. The result 
was most gratifying tothe commander, for out of 
the 1,300 menin the brigade, almost 900 assembled 
in response to the short notice. When it is consid- 
ered that this is the holiday season, and maay of the 
members of the militia are employed in stores, this 
resuit on so sudden an order may be regarded asa 
brilliant success, 

General Cutting made the new City Hall the bass 
of his operations, the purpose being to surrourd 
every approach ata given time. e and bis staff 
assembled atthe Murpby Building at 8.30 o'clock, 
the stuff for the occasion consisting of Major R. P. 
Hammond, Major 8. I. Kellogg, Major A. D. Cutler, 
Capt. Vv. D. Dubose and Captain Charles Stanley. 

Under the orders the regiments aud compunies of 
the 2d Brigade, with the exception of the 5th In- 
faotry, assembled at their respective armories in 
fatigue uniform at 8 o’clock for street drill under 
“ Sprowl’s Revised System of Street Tactics.” The 
regimental formations werein eight companies, 16 
files, double ranks. 

The commanding officer of the 2d Artillery regi- 
ment detailed one detuchment with gatling gun 
from Battery A ot his regiment to report to each of 
the commanding officers at armories of the lst and 
8d Regiments, and retained one for his own com 
mand. The San Francisco Hussars, under command 
of Captain Keene, escorted General Cutting and 
staff from the Phelan Building to the place of ren- 
dezvous. 

A guard, commanded by an experienced comwmis- 
sioned officer, consisting of the regimental non- 
commissioned staff, the color guard, drum co 
and regimental markers, was detailed to remain io 
each armory to protect the State property and pr« - 
vent any remnants of the mob or any new band of 
rioters that migbt be formed obtaining arms by 
breaking into the armory and stealing the rifles. 
The bospital stewards, however, were excused from 
this duty, they being needed on the field of action 
to assist thesurgeon. Three meu, besides the sur 
geon and the hospital steward, formed the regi- 
mental surgeon’s corps for each regiment. 

Seven sigual stations were established at different 
points through which to transmit messages by torch- 
light, giviog General Catting information regard- 
ing the movements of the troops. The members of 
the signal corps did excellent work, showing them- 
selves very proficient in the use of the torvh, and 
well instructed in the telegraphie code. 

The 2d Regiment was the first to report, exactly 
on time, 276 stroag. Immediately following came 
the report of the lst Regiment, 370in line. The 3d 
was a little late, owing to Culonel Barry misuader- 
standing the orders, and reporting through the sig- 
nal corps instead of to the brigade commander. 

All tne regiments having arrived at their postr 
Gen. Cutting sent out orders to each colonel by ste ff 
officers instructing him to drill his men io certain 
specified movements of the street-riot drill. Each 
regiment bad fifteen movements, the drill taking 
aoout twenty minutes. By all the regiments the 
movements were wel! performed, and when it is 
taken into consideration that the colonels bad never 
seen the orders until they recsived them, and that, 
tue streets in mauy places being dark and ob- 
structed, it was difficult for the men to march, the 
mavcuvres were done exceedingly well. 

The main object was the defence of tne City Hall 
apne the approach of an imaginary mob and 
clearing tne streets. Tbese evolutions were wit- 
nessed by Gen. Cutting and staff and a number of 
invited guests. ibe various orders were executed 
and then Gen. Cutting and his staff passed around 
the entire City dall and found every avenue of ap- 
proach guarded. 

Afterwards the regiments all consolidated and the 
entire brigade moved in division columns under 
command of Col. Dickinson and passea in review 
before the brigade commander and staff. 

Mayor Pond and Chief Crowley congratulated 
Gen. Cutting on the result of the drill, both stating 
that in case of trouble, with similar speedy execu- 
tion of orders, there would be very little danger 
from wobs.

WE have received the report of the practice march of the 
6th Battery, ‘N. G.S.N. Y., ptain L. L. Olmstead, made 
Sept. 4 to Sept, 10. Iv is gotten up in very neat pamphlet 
form and is interesting. 

At nine o'ciock, Sept. 4, the march wastaken up. The 
command consisted of the three commissioned officers of 
the battery, Captain David Wilson, 2d Battery, N. G. 8. 
N. ¥., attached, acting Co1ef of Caissons, four staff ser- 
geants, three duty sergeants, four corporais and forty-six 
privates, Private ©. D. . D,, surgeon. The ourtit 
comprised four three inch ritied guus, four caissons, two 
baggage wagons, one ambulance and fifty-five horses. 
500 cartridges, 100 case ‘shot, fifty shells and 1,000 friction 
primers were carried in the chests, and on caissous one days’ 
forage. The baggage wagons and ambulance contained 
two hundred biaokets, six hospital tents, two camp stoves, 
cookiug utensils, surgeon's and veterinary surgeon's stores, 
commissary and minor battery stores.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Army ordnance officials are greatly pleased, and 
justly so, with the results of the trial of the first 
all American (material and manufacture) 8-inch 
steel breech-loading rifle ever built in this country. 
The tests took place at Sandy Hook on Saturday 
and Monday last, in the presence of Gen. Benét, 
Chief of Ordnance, his assistant, Capt. Smith, avd 
the proving board, and other officials of Sandy 
Hook. Eight shots were fred on Saturday and six 
on Monday. The regulation shot, 300 pounds, was 
used in each instance, the powder charge heing 
gradually increased from 70 unds in the first to 
138 in the fourteenth round. The highest velocit 
recorded in the last round was 1,957 ft. per second, 
the pressure gauge recording 18 tons per square 
inch. General Benét,in speaking of the tests, said 
he never saw a new gun work smoother or more 
satisfactorily. The breech mechanism worked per- 
tectly, one man being able to operate it with ease. 
A critical examination after the trial showed all 
parts to be in perfect condition and the entire gun

TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATES. 


THE Engineer of Nov. 22 gives a description, with 
illustrations, of a competitive trial of foreign and 
steel faced armor plates by the Dutch Government 
off Helder, North Holland, Nov., 1889. Of the re- 
sults it — “It will he observed that the foreign are 
those made at St. Chamond, and by Marrel, at Rive 
de Gier. [t will be seen that in the trials given be- 
low the St. Chamond plate was badly beaten by 
Brown’s, and in a less degree by Cammell’s.

So long as we see DO 
results of trials made with forged steel projectiles 
against Schneider plates, we are bound to continue 
to expect steel-faced plates to beat solid steel as 
they have a done, so far as we know, 
up to 12 inch n thickness. Two forged 
steel projectiles, it will be seen, broke up in the 
Brown plate, making white splashes, almost as if 
they had been made of chillediron. Had it been 
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only one, we should have attributed the tact to the 
badness of the projectile; but the repetition of this 
behavior points to the conclusion that a singularly 
bappy measure of hardness bad given to the 
Brown face-plate. It is probable that the softer 
Cammell plate Ay have been the tougher of the 
two, but we think that Mesers. Cammell would con- 
cur with us m the recognition that this Brown 
plate exhibited remarkable powers of resistance 
against the most a kind of attack, namely, 
that of forged steel projectiles.
